PARIS, Nev. 29.—Political passions 
boiled and bubbled over to an extent 
unprecedented since August, 1914, dur- 
ing a nine hour sitting of the cham- 
ber of deputies, which, just before mid- 
night last night, finished by the al- 
most unanimous acceptance of former 
Minister Malvy’s demand that he be 
tried for treason before the senate con- 
stituted as a high court. 

The government took little part in 
the frenzied. controversy between the 
conservative Royalist right and the 
radical Socialist lift, though both sides 
endeavored to drag the premier into 
a compromising position. 

The excitement reached its height 
when, following a gesture toward the 
spectators’ galleries by the Nationalist 
deputy, Maurice Barres, the public 
broke into applause of his denuncia- 
tions of M. Malvy. The Socialists 
rose in a body, yelling furiously and 
shaking their fists at Barres. For 
, several minutes it looked as if the 
right and left would come to blows. 


Barres Bares Evidence. ; 
Barres’ argument was that Malvy 
should be tried by court martial, the 
evidence against him being the sub- 
sidy which he granted the pacifist 
organ, “ Le Bonnet Rouge,” his failure 
to proceed against Almereyda, owner 
of “Le Bonnet Rouge,” and his pro- 
German accomplices, and the relations 
of his secretary, M. Leymarie, with the 
“Bonnet Rouge” gang, which resulted

SNATIONAL DEFENSE NOW AND 


AFTER THE WAR. 

At Toronto Wednesday Mr. Gompers gave an 
exhibition of moral courage and intellectual sin- 
cerity which might be followed with profit by other 
American pacifists. Mr. Gompers before the world 
war was, as he testifies, a “pacifist par excel- 
lence.” But Mr. Gompers’ mind is not of the char 
acter which refuses to recognize facts. He does 
not prefer his theories to the truth of experience, 
end he is neither too stubborn nor too conceited 
nor so addle brained as to refuse to learn from life. 

He had believed honestly and enthusiastically 
in the pacifism -which was so confident of itself 
before the world war. He believed that democracy 
was strong enough and wise enough throughout 
the world to prevent war and that the nations 
were ready to enter into an international organiza- 
tion which would insure against the’ wasteful and 
unjust arbitrament of force. ‘ 

Then came the tremendous demonstration of 
Prussian imperial aggression. He saw the Belgian 
treaty torn into shreds and Belgium wasted in 
the name of military necessity. He has since lived 
through the disclosures of the gigantic conspiracy 
of force and fraud throughout the world on which 
the ambition of world conquest, the hope of im- 
perial domination, was founded. And Mr. Gompers 
has learned the lesson. 

It-seems to us, who for years have combated the 
fallacies of pacifism, a very simple lesson. Peace 
is a beautiful ideal, whether it can be or ought 
to be attained in this world or not. But that never. 
was the question. The question was one of com- 


mon sense—namely, whether while there existed 


u the international family one or more members 
who were armed to the teeth, whose organization 
was of the highest type of military efficiency, 
whose government was dominated by men who 
lived in uniforms and whose thought was sat- 


urated with military theories, whose spirit was 


openly pugnacious and insolent, whether in such 
a situation it was wise or right to go without arms. 
There were and are a few dreamers who believe 


m nonresistance. But the mass of pacifists are 


not nonresistants. They are men and women who, 
like Mr. Gompers, have idealized and misinterpreted 
the international situation and had allowed them- 
selves to listen to their hopes rather than to look 
the facts in the face. i 5: 

Mr. Gompers woke aut at this pleasant dream 
at once and so have most other American pacifists. 
Today they are valiantly supporting the use of 
armed force against military aggression. Their 
danger is that they, that we all, will not lay up 
for the future the gains of this tragic lesson; that 
they will assume that the present outbreak of im- 
perial ambition is a freak and not a phenomenon 
repeated endlessly in man’s history and likely if 
not certain to be repeated again in due time. Pre- 
war pacifism ignored fundamental forces of life, 
factors of human nature which persist and which 
Jaws and treaties do not transform. 

It is a part of our duty to ourselves and our 
posterity, to our interests and our ideals of growth, 
to be ready to defend what is our own. We can- 
not righteously shirk this duty until we are at- 
tacked. As we have said so often, weakness is an 
invitation to attack. Pacifists before the war de- 
clared that strength creates the temptation to make 
war. They laid all their emphasis upon this theory, 
ignoring the other, which common sense demands 
should have the first consideration. They never 
for one moment placed their feet on the ground 
of reality. 

Must we reargue these fallacies now after the 
demonstration of their folly achieved by the events 
of 1914 and after? That remains to be seen. We 
hear now the assertion that we must not provide 
an adequate system of defense now, because we 
don’t know yet what the condition of the world 
will be after this war ends. This is to return to 
our former folly, to our former belief that the 
forces of human nature have been changed in our 
time and that mankind will henceforth live in a 
millennial peace. Surely we are incurable if our 
present experience has not taught us the cost and 
peril of basing our national policy on such hopes. 
Common sense ought to teach us that at least 
the probabilities are that the millennial dawn is 
not upon us, that balances of power collapse, that 
treaties and alliances pass, that democracies will 


. draw blood and rule if they can as the peace talk- 


ing Bolsheviki in Russia are today making bloody 
war on their own neighbors while they clasp the 
hands of foreign military aggression in the name 
of peace. 3 | 

If we are not capable of learning from the pres- 
ent we, of course, cannot protect ourselves from 
the misfortunes of the future. But if we are capa 
ble of learning, let us take advantage of our mood 
ef disillusionment to lay down now a firm founda- 
tion of self-respecting strength. We know or ought 
to know enough about our own character, illus- 
*yated repeatedly in our history and in the history 
of other pacific civilian peoples, to realize that 
when this war is done with we shall slip back into 
our civil preoccupations and react against the 
whole subject of defense. That is weak and foolish, 
but it is human. Our time for decision is therefore 
not tomorrow but today. It is our duty to estab- 
lish a proper system of national defense which 
shall be adequate to the protection of our legiti- 
mate national interests and the self-respecting as- 
sertion of our influence upon world affairs. That 
system in our age involves as its groundwork the 
military training and organization of the people. 
Other nations have adopted this and we cannot 
refuse to accept the standard set by the strong peo- 
ples of the earth. Democracy does not defend 


itself by a pretorian guard. A people's army, 


trained in peace and always raady, is the essential 
of Gefense in this age. In our own country there 
are other strong reasons why it should be adopted 
without delay. The national character, the na- 
tional physique, need the tonic experience which

Agitation for government ownership merely ob- 
secures the necessity for granting the railroads im- 
mediate relief. It is as if the specialists should al- 
low a patient to die for want of nourishment while 
they were discussing the advisability of a major 
operation. | : 

It is admitted that the railroads require addi- 
tional revenue to develop their full efficiency. It 
is admitted that they should be relieved of certain 
burdensome legal restrictions. These are not prob- 
lems. They are simple questions for administra- 
tive and legislative common sense. 


BEER. 

One of our leading prohibitionists, commenting 
on the reduction of the alcoholic content of beer to 
3 per cent, is quoted as saying that President Wu - 
son is “the chief brewer of America.” It sounds 
ke bolsheviki reasoning. We presume it goes 
like this: The less dangerous the product of the 
brewery is made the more likely the public will 
continue to tolerate its sale; therefore the president 
is playing the brewer’s game. 

In spite of numerous experiments in prohibition, 
no impartial observer can say definitely that it 16 
the final or perfect solution of the liquor problem. 
The prohibitionists, however, want all or noth- 
ing; it is hardly any exaggeration to say they are 
actually opposed to any amelioration or improve. 
ment in the conduct of the liquor business because 
they believe the worse conditions become the soon- 
er prohibition will be adopted. Reverting to the 
bolsheviki system of reasoning we might say that 
professional prohibitionists are the chief enemies 
of decency and temperance in Chicago and other 
“wet” cities. It would be untrue, but no more 
illogical than to call Mr. Wilson the chief brewer 
of America. : 


SKINNING US ALIVE. 

Some weeks ago we quoted Bernard Shaw’s deo 
laration, “If the Germans win this war, they will 
skin us alive. They can't help doing it. If we 
shall win this war, we shall skin the Germans 
alive. We can’t help doing it.“ However, there 
was no definite plan for skinning the Germans 
alive, nor is there now. In Germany, on the other 
hand, there are wondrously definite plans for 
skinning us alive. The Bavarian branch of the 
Pan-German league has just published one such 


; 


terest Herr Grumbach’s new compilation, “ Ger- 


plan, and, along with annexation here, there, and 
‘everywhere specifically mapped out, it calls for an 
indemnity of $50,000,000,000. 

The sheer impudence of the proposal has given 
it the dignity of a front page sensation, which it 
well deserves, although Americans ask, instinc- 
tively, “ What right has the Bavarian branch of 
the Pan-German league to announce peace terms?” 
Mighty little, officially. Were thése insolent de- 
mands for annexations and indemnities a mere 
expression of views held by a private organization, 
we might grin and let it pass. It is more. Broadly 
speaking, it expresses the view of highly influen- 
tial Germans so numerous that it may be regarded 
as, if not already the view of the entire German 
people, then at all events in a fair way to become 
so. Is it likewise the view of the imperial German 
government? No official statement by that gov- 
ernment warrants the conclusion. Meanwhile, no 
official statement by that government forestalls the 
conclusion. And it has not been our observation | 
that the behavior of the German imperial govern- 
ment is gentler or more considerate than that of 
the German people. 

In calling this plan a reflection of desires and 
intentions widely prevalent in the fatherland, we 
speak advisedly, having studied with curious in- 


many’s Annexationist Aims.” It is impressive. Un- 
like the usual anthology of German brag, it con- 
tains no utterances by country parsons, mad poets, 
and one-horse philosophers. It gives space only to 
utterances by recognized leaders—German states- 
men, German business men, German intellectuals, 
German Socialists. To be sure, it goes back a 
long way for some of its material. Moreover, 
there is considerable disagreement as regards de- 
tails. But the trend of it all is for annexations and 
indemnitiee—huge annexations, colossal indemni- 
ties. It was so at the outset. It is so now. The 
German imperial government is not in this war 
for its health. It is in this war to skin us alive. 
Grim fools we should he not to see it or fo miss 
the lesson. A “peace drive” is coming—by all 
accounts a much more determined peace drive than 
its predecéssors.. Germany hopes to get us around 
a green table and win by her wits what could 
otherwise be won only by desperate sacrifices of 
blood and treasure. A shrewd move, this. The 
mere inauguration of a peace conference would 
appreciably weaken the martial spirit of Germany’s 
toes. It would incline them to make concessions. 
It would induce the gullible mood if not actually 
the submissive mood. Beware! Germany's war 
aims have not changed—the war aims, that is to 
say, of the makers of opinion in Germany and, by 
jnference, the war aims of the German people.

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o international is the fame and the 
importance of the Bank of Eng- 
land that the election of Sir Brien 
Cokayne to succeed Lord Cunliffe 

in the governorship of the institution 
popularly known as the “ Old Lady of 
Threadneedle street” calls for atten- 
tion. ö 

Sir Brien has been deputy governor for 
the last three years of stress and trouble 
incidental to the great war, and was in 
supreme control of the bank last spring 
and summer and during the absence of 
Lord Cunliffe in the United States as a 
member of the Arthur Balfour special 
mission. 

Sir Brien has for the last thirty-four 
years been connected with the great 
mercantile firm of Anthony Gibbs « 
Sons, of which he has been a partner 
since 1901, and belongs to the ancient 
house of Gibbs through his mother, who 
was a daughter of the late George 
Henry Gibbs. 

The Gibbses were flourishing in Exe 
in the reign of Richard II. They still 
own the estate of Pytt, in Devonshire, 
which was one of their country seats at 
the time of the Wars of the Roses. Sir 
Vicary Gibbs was lord chief justice of 
England under George III., and no less 
than five generations of the Gibbses have 
been associated in the control of the 
Bank of England. either as directors or 
as governors. It is, therefore, pre- 
eminently fitting that Sir Brien Cokayne 
should continue the traditions of the 
house by becoming in his turn governor 
of the Bank of England. 


— 
Sir Brien is one of the co-heirs to the 
Viscounty of Cullen, now in abeyance, 
‘and eldest son of the late George Edward 
Cokayne, who was Clarenceux king of 
arms, and, as such, one of the half a 
dozen principal heraldic dignitaries of 
the British realm. Scion of the Cokaynes 
of Rushton, he was at his death the 
senior member of the Royal College of 
Heralds and of Arms in London, and 
acknowledged as the greatest authority 
on all questions and problems of gene- 
alogy. He was the compiler and editor 
of the work known as “ The Complete 
Peerage,” which on its first publication 
was overwhelmed with threats of libel 
actions, owing to the fact that he had 
taken the gilt off the gingerbread of 
at least a couple of hundred of the 
peerages; that is to say, he had shown 
that the pretentions of their owners to 
ancient lineage, which had been accepted 
in good faith and without much exami- 
nation by the editors of other Peer- 
ages,” were entirely mythical and made 
out of the whole cloth. As he was, how- 
ever, prepared to quote chapter and 
verse for every statement that he had 
published and to produce documen 
evidence for every statement which he 
had made, none of the threatened law- 
suits materialized.

The firm of Anthony Gibbs & Sons en- 
joys so great a reputation for soundness 
and lofty sense of financial honor that 
the advent of one of its partners to the 
governorship of the Bank of England 
is of a nature to inspire confidence. The 
frm has been in existence ever since the 
American war of independence and for 
the last hundred years has been more 
largely interested than any other Eng- 
lish concern in South American trade.
